BLINDNESS, END 
LIFE WITH ACID 


Seamstress Who ‘Supported 
Parents Was Forced to 
Give Up Position. 








Rosie Courte, a seamstress who sacri- 
ficed her eyesight se that other women 
might have pretty things to wear, kill- 


ed herself by drinking oxalic acid at 
her home, 719 Lami street, Friday be- 


cause she feared that she would soon 
be hopelessly blind. 

Miss Courte was 28 years old. For 
five years she had worked in the sew- 
ing room of the Albert A. Aal Cloak 


Co, at 515 Locust street. Fine needle- 

work was her specialty and many St. 

Louis women have been prowd to.wear 

the evidences of her handiwork on their 

embroidered shirtwaists an jackets. 
Supported Her Pa 

For several months her eyesight had 
been falling and two weeks ago she was 
forced to give up her position on that 
account. 

Miss Courte’s father ts 67 years old 
and unable te work, and he and her 
mother depended on. the daughter for 
support. 

This weighed on the young woman’s 
mind. Thursday she told her mother 
that she would go out and seek employ- 
ment which would not require ~~ to 
strain her eyes* 

Left Home Smiling. 

When she left home/-at 10 a, m., she 
kissed her mother good-by and looked 
back over her shoulder, smilingy 

At 6:30 p. m. she returned home, tired 
and dejected. She did not talk during 
the evening meal and she retired early. 

Friday morning Mrs. Courte .. heard 
groans coming. from her daughter's 
room, She went there and found ar in 
agony. 

“Tt have taken acid,’ she gasped, be- 
cause I am afraid of going blind.” 

On the floor near. her bed:lay the 
@lass which had contained the acid. 

_ She died in an ambulance on her way 
to the City Hospital. 

Mrs. Courte believes that while out 
Thursday her daughter consulted an 
oculist and was told that there was ne 
hope of saving her eyesight. 

Resigned, Says Secretary. 

‘‘Miss Courte resigned her position 
here because of failing eyesight,”’. said 
Mrs, Estelle Hull Leyhe, secretary of 
the Albert A. Aal Cloak Co, “The al- 
teration room, in which she worked, } 
well lighted. We were sorry to lose 
the services of Miss Courte.”’ 

Miss Courte’s pay was regulated by 
the amount of work she did, 

“TIT am astonished and shocked to hear 
of the death of Miss Courte,” said B. 
S. Aal, son of the owner of the. store. 
“TI met her on the street Thursday noon 
and stopped to speak to her. She said 
that she had obtained another position 
in a cloak and millinery house, and 
seemed quite enthusiastic about it, I 
spoke to her encouragingly and she 
passed on. 

"If she had any thotght of commit- 
ting suicide at that time she gave no 
indication of it. She left our employ- 
ment two weeks ago, On account of her 
failing sight. She was a Valued and 
popular employe of the house, and we 
were very sorry for her.”

Explains Difficulties Which 
(Confront the National

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—That President 
Roosevelt sent Secretary of State Root 
to this city to look into the manage- 
ment of the National Republican cam- 
paign and that Mr. Root reported that 
the chief difficulty lay in the collection 
of campaign funds by Treasurer George 
R. Sheldon was the statement published 
hére today as coming from “a high 
authority.”’ 

lt was also stated that the President 
and Mr. Taft had objected to the col- 
lection of campaign funds from some of 
Which Mr. Shel- 
don is intimately associated. Krom other 
sources it fs said Mr. Sheldon experi- 
énced difticutty: in~- cotlecting contribu- 
tions. 

Mr. Root, it is said, reported that 
Chairman Hitchcock was not responsi- 
ble for any of the conditions which had 
aroused, criticisms of the campaign, but 
was doing the best he could with his 
part of the work. Mr. Root is said also 
to have reported to the President that 
there was not enough money on hand to 
ryan the campaign and that speakers 
have been cut off the program for that 
reason. 


MACK DECLARES SHE SHELDON IS 
CONNECTED WITH 17 TRUSTS} 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—National Chair- 
man Mack of the Democratic Nationa] 
Committee today made an attack upon 
the corporation affiliations of George R. 
Sheldon, treasurer of the ‘Repuptican 
National Committee, cha¥ging that Mr. 





Sheldon was at this time connected with | 


no less than seventeen companies. Mr. 
Mack made the following statement: 

“The trust and corporation affiliations 
of George R. Sheldon, treasurer of the 
Republican National Committee for the 
last ten years, Make interesting reading 
in view of the recent developments in 
the campaign. 

“I wish to recall in this connection 
that because of these very associations 
of his, Gov. Odell in 1902 refused to per- 
mit the party leaders to put Mr. Shel- 
don in nomination for lieutenant-gov- 
ernor. 

“Gov. Odell declared at that time that 
he would: not accept the renomination 
for head of the State ticket if Sheidor 
weré named as his running mate. But 
while the Republican party has refused 
to put up Mr. Sheldon’s name for a 
public office, it has for the identical 
reasons for this refusal selected him for 
use as a contribution collector. This can- 
net be denied. 

“Most of the corporations with which 
Mr. Shelden is identified are capitalized 
for millions.

“He is a directory of the North 
American Co., capitalized for $30,000, - 
00, a concern known as the ‘M rstery 
of Wall street. A glance at h ogy 
nections with various companies 
the last ten years will explain S taresie 
the reason of his present position. 
No further comment of mine is neces- 
sary,”’

be built In a day. 

The house is to have four rooms be- 
sides a reception hall, a bath, the usual 
number of closets, and is to be plumbed 
for water, gas and electricity and is to 
have all windows in, doors hung and to 
be plastered and finished ready to live 
in at 5 o’clock. 

Roof Ready in Eight Hours. 

When the workmen began Friday 
morning the lot was bare. At 8 o'clock 
the. foundation trench had been dug 
and the stone foundation wall was in 
and ready for the frame work. At 12 
o’clock the roof was ready for the roof- 
ers. At that time 31 men were at work 
on the house. 

As soon as it is finished James Yroort 
and his bride of a week will move in. 
The plaster will be dry by that tirne 
and all the neighboring women will help 
move in the furniture and put down 
carpets and hang window shades and 
curtains. It is planned to cook a big 
supper in the house and serve it about 
7 o'clock, and after that there will be a 
dance in the new house.

garmaker; Ely Lee, a conductor former- 
ly employed by the Chicago City Rail- 
way Co., who Mrs. Bolleyen insists is 
dead, but who the polire say is alive; 
Joseph Bolleyen, 4750 State street, cigar- 
maker. 

Mrs. Bolleyen was a farmer's daugh- 
ter and lived near Lamars, Io. Twenty 
years ago she was married to James 
French of that city, and a son, now 19 
years old, still lives there. 

Wanted to. Be Forgotien, 

The woman came to Chicago, leaving 
her young son in the care of relatives, 
and to her folks at home she declared 
she.was to be regarded as dead.

Plea They Would Misuse 
Campaign Knowledge Un- 
warranted, He Says. 








LINCULN, Neb., Oct. 2.—William J. 

Bryan has issued a statement in which 
he severely criticises his Republican op- 
ponent, W. H. Taft, for adopting Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s views as to the pub- 
lication of campaign contributions be- 
fore the election. 
“Every disinterested voter,’ Mr. 
Bryan said, “knows that large contri- 
butions have been used to obtain mort- 
gages upon officials. The publication of 
contributions throws a great deal more 
light upon the influences at work in poli- 
tics than the publication of expendi- 
tures, for the publication of contribu- 
tions shows to whom the party is in- 
debted, while the publication of ex- 
penditures shows what has been paid 
out, and disbursements do not affect 
the course of the administration. 

“Mr. Taft makes the charge made by 
the President that voters are so liable 
tu be misled that the names of cam- 
paign contributors and the amounts 
they contribute must be kept from them. 
I insist that this is an insult to the in- 
telligence of the voters, and it does 
little credit to Mr. Taft’s judgment of 
the men to whom he is making his ap- 


eal, 
lt is fair then to charge that Mr. 
Taft is expecting to receive contribu- 
tions which, if known, would arouse an 
unjust suspicion among a people too ig- 
norant to form a correct judgment upon 
tue facts. 

“The people have a right to form their 
own opinion as to the influences which 
are at work. They do not need a guard- 
ian to protect them from the misuse of 
the knowledge which ‘they may acqu're, 
and they ought not to be required to 
employ detectives to find out what the 
officials are doing after the election.”’

Member Who Will Introduce 
It Says It Seems “Fishy” 
to Him. 








The fight for a natural gas franchise 
from the Municipal Assembly will be 
further complicated Friday night when 
Councilman Crunden dntroduces in the 
Council a bill granting that: privilege to 
Wilson Foster et al. 

Councilman Crunden is not sponsor 
for the bill. He is going to introduce Ii: 
at the request of the law firm of Shields 
& Mix. 

‘*‘I don’t know Mr. Foster,”’ said Coun- 
cilman Crunden. “But, whoever he ig, 
he and his associates will have to 
explain where they are going to get 
the $20,000,000 or $30,v00,000 necessary to 
supply St. Louis with natura! gas. They 
promise to furnish natural gas for 30 
cents a thousand feet and, in the event 
that they are unable to do so at any 
time, to furnish manufactured gas at 
the same price. 

Seems “Fishy” to Crunden, 

‘Manufactured gas at 30 cents seems 
rather fishy to me.” 

There are two natural gas bills now 
in the House of Delegates. One, grant- 
ing a franchise to J. O. Rodgers and 
his associates, represented by Attorney 
George V. Reynolds, has’ passed the 
Council and has heen “held up’’ by the 
House of Delegates for several weeks. 
Atarecent meeting, when there were in- 
sistent demands fur the passage of this 
measure, a similar bill was introduced 
granting the franchise to T. N. Barns- 
dall and others. 

Both these bil'’s provide for 35-cent 
gas. The bill to be introduced by Coun- 
eilman Crunden 19r Foster provides for 
30-cent gas. 

“We are asking for a 30-year fran- 
chise where the others ask for 35,”’ 
Attornéy Mix said wriaay. ‘“‘Wwe agree 
to ‘furnish a@ bond of $250,000 in two 
months, where one of the other com- 
panies wants six months. We will not 
only furnish gas for 30 cents for do- 
mestic purposes, but will furnish gas for 


12 cents for industrial and power pur- 
poses. We also agree to pay the city 
semi-annually 5 per cent of our gross re- 
ceipts, instead of 1 per cent as the other 
companies offer.”’ 
Foster Known as “Klondike King.” 
Mr. Mix says Foster has options on 
oi] fields in Missouri, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Illino! The Illinois fields, 
he said, extende uthwardly from 
Mount Vernon, through the coal re- 
ion. 
. Foster, according to Mix, is a 
weaithy man, a promoter, who lives 
somewhere in Westminster place and 
has an office in the Security Building. 
Foster has been known locally as 
the “Klondike Quartz King.” He was 
in St. Louis during the World's Fair, 
but lived before and after that time 
in the Northwest. Mr. Mix Says that 
the names of Foster's associates wil! 
be made public when the Council! 
grants a public hearing on the new 
measure.

One Reason for Modern Am- 
bition to Be Rich, He 
Declares. 


—_—_ 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.~Dr. Woods 
Hutchinzgen, widely known writer on 
medical subjects, believes the cause of 
consumption is pretty much a matter 
of dollars and cents. In a paper which 
he read today before the International 
Congress on Tuberculosis, discussing 
“The Helation Between Income and 
Tuberculosis,” Dr, Hutchinson said: 

“Consumption is thé most certain of 
the numerous blessings of the poor. 
That it is and always has been ciosely 
connected with poverty is so painful- 
iy obvious that to formally call at- 
tention to the fact is about on a par- 
allel with Mr. George Bernard Shaw's 
recent announcement that, after pro- 
found and careful investigation, he 
had discovered that the real trouble 
with the poor was—poverty. 

Falls Heavily on the Poor. 

“Tt is tuberculosis that keeps the 
lives of the pcor, like their annals, 
short, but simple. But when one at- 
tempts to establish the precise rela- 
tionship between these two _ condi- 
tions, the difficulties begin. It is, of 
course, and has been for half a cen- 
tury, a commonplace of vital statistics 
that the death rate from tuberculosis 
varies precisely with the social posi- 
tion of the individual. falling most 
lightly upon the highest and wealth- 
jest classes. and most heavily upon 
the lowest and poorest... 

‘In this sense consumption is the 
price of civilization, and as_ usual, 
paid by the iower two-thirds for the 
benefit of the upper third. Korosi 
says that of tne inhabitants of Buda- 
pest there die of consumption of each 
10,000 well-to-do persons 40, of the 
moderately weli-to-do 62.7, 77.7 poor 
and 97 per cent paupers. 

High Wages Decreases Mortality. 

“There is a sound biologic basis for 
our modern determination to acquire 
wealth, since those who obtain it re- 
duce their chances of dying from tu- 
berculusis 60 per cent. Furthermore, 
there can be little question that the 
marked and encouraging decrease in 
the mortality from tuberculosis which 
began about sixty years ago, long be- 
fore the discovery of the tuberculosis 
bacillus, and which progressed as 
rapidly befor: that time as it has done 
Bince as both the accompaniment to 
and the result of the superb industrial 
and selentific developments. of the 
Victorian Era, based upon the utiliza- 
tion of steam,. electricity and other 
forces of pature; and that.this lower- 
ing of the death rate was largely due 
to the immense improvement in 
wages, food supply, housing and san- 
itation of the great masses of the 
commun!lty—the working classes. 

‘*Today those nations which have 
the highest rate of -wages and the 
shortest hours have the lowest death 
rate from tuberculosis ”

NO BIG SETTLEMENT 





Blaine Elkins’ Lawyer Admits 
“Good Angel”. May Have 
Aided Girl’s Flight. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Blaine Elkins’ 
counsel and friend, Edward P. Coyne 
of 2% Broad street, declared false a re- 
port that Louise Lonsdale, an actress, 
had been bundled away to Europe with 
expenses paid and a settlement of #50 
a week for life, in consideration of the 
letters she wro’* to the public and to 
the judge of the West Virginia court, 
saying she never intended to bring suit 
against the young man for breach of 
promise. 

Miss Lonsdale has gone to Europe. 
How her expenses and those of Miss 
Margaret Carroll of Brooklyn, who went 
as Miss Lonsdale’s traveling companion, 
are paid has been explained only by one 
of Miss Lonsdale’s intimate friends, who 
expected, up to the last minute, to be 
the companion. When she was left out 
of the European trip, it was said today, 
she ‘‘got even” by telling all she knew: 
or thought she knew about the settle- 
ment. 

Anyway, the lid hasn’t yet been fast- 
ened down on the scandal by long odds 
and today’s indications are that it would 
not be until the Elkins family pays the 
fee claimed by Miss Lonsdale’s lawyers, 
the Epstein brothers. Endearing tele- 
grams and letters, post cards, bills paid 
by young Elkins and other most inter- 
esting exhibits are getting out from in- 
der the lid this morning. The Epsteins 
say they would justify their own course, 
since it had been attacked by the El- 
kins family and repudiated ‘by their 
client, by giving out enough of the cor- 
respondence to show that they were not 
bringing a blackmailing suit, as Sen- 
ator Elkins charged. 


“Goed Angel” in Case. 

The actress’ lawyers say they don’t 
believe the denials of a settlement with 
their client behind .their backs, while 
Mr. Coyne admits that “somebody might 
have sent her some money to go out of 
town and avoid the notoriety,’ but if 
some good angel did put a ticket to 
Europe in the little actress’ purse he is 
ignorant of it. 

‘“T am positive, howeve Tr, that ff any 
large amount, such as the $50,000 men- 
tioned in certain reports had been se:- 
tled on her I should have known it, and 
I can say the story is positively false,’’ 
Mr. Coyne assured a Post-Dispatch re- 
porte. 
A representative of the Elkins fam- 

said that Blaine Elkins did not have 
$50,000 to settle: on the actress if he 
wished to, and tlat the Senator wasn't 
the kind to give up. This spokesman 
didn’t think Blaine ever had much 
money to send Louise. Perhaps it 
wasn’t much measured by Elkins’ bank 
account, but scarcely a letter in the 
stack Miss Lonsdale turned over to her 
lawyers fails to mention sending $30 or 
$50. Mispelling and lack of punctuation 
stand out boldly in the young man’s 
correspondence, 

Letter Received. 

On the letterhead of the Coal & Coke 
Railway -0o., office of Vice-President J. 
T. Davis, Miss Lonsdale received, while 
stopping at Schroon Lake, N. Y., in 
September, 1905, the following: 

“Dier Louise: Just gét back last night 
and am sending 50 this a. m. Hope it 
will help you out some. Wish you could 
have staid but it would have been ex- 
pencive and I would have been mighty 
slcepy and tired. Hope you haven't 
been woried too much I have been 
sober and not south C—however fel! 
down bad couldn’t walk talk or see 
found him in front of our house afraid 
he has gone all in. Thought you would 
write me here. 

(Signed) “BLAINE.,’”’ 

About one-quarter of Elkins’ letters 
to Miss Lonsdale were sent “‘special de- 
livery.’ He complained sometimes that 
he did, not have any ‘“‘pennies’’ to send, 
or couldn’t have .jher come to Elkins 
because he ‘“‘couldn’t raise the wind,’’ 
but. the telegraph was resorted to 
weekly, sometimes daily. There are 
telegrams also from Blaine’s brotner 
that indicate more than a lurking sus- 
picion in the family that a wire to Miss 
Lonsdale’s hotel in New York would 
find Blaine. 

**Be sure to have Blaine leave at once: 
important. Davis.’’ is a telegram dated 
at the Jersey City Depot July 7, 1905, 
and sent to “Mrs. Lonsdale, 149 West 
Forty-fourth street, New York.” Davis 
is one of Blaine’s four brothers.  An- 
other brother tele -raphed from Morane- 
town Va.,. under date of July 7 
“Miss Louise Lonsdale, Hotel Dunlop, 

New York: 

“Tell Blaine absolutely necessary for 
him to come to Morgantown immediate-

Many who take an interest in this 
subject may remember the awful days 
in August, 1883, when the Krakatoa in 
the East, Indies broke into its fiercest 
eruption and for a number of days was 
hurling its interior into the air. The 
laval dust created then, fine as flour, 
was blown all over the world, and was 
the only explanation ever found for the 
red sunsets of those days. 

The sun .spots are exerting their in- 
fluence on the temperature and it is 
significant that the temperature has 
lately been high all over the country 
at the present time? John Ritchie Jr., 
of the Boston Board of s:ealth, has been 
a close observer of the phenomena. He 
says that two or three groups of spots 
were noticed by astronomers, these spots 
representing tremendous disturbances on 
the sun, such as come in cycles of li 
or 12 years. In places favorable for ob- 
servations the auroral displays, or 
northern lights usually attending the 
solar eruptions, have been particularly 
heautiful. 

Shorn of the. scientific reasoning 
through which the astronomers come to 
their deductions, the explanation of the 
existing heat wave, which combines with 
the forest-fire smoke to give a strange 
color to the sun and moon, is that it is 
generated largely by the frequent solar 
eruptions into which a planet of the 
size of the earth would sink like a

LONDON PAPER UNFAIR TO 
AMERICAN MARATHON RUNNER 


Halleswell’s Letter Denying Carpen- 
ter Struck Him Was Suppressed 
by the Daily Mail. 
LONDON, Oct. 3.—It will be remem- 
bered that no incident connected with 
the Olympia games aroused more feel- 
ing between the British and the Ameri- 
can athletes and those interested gen- 


erally than the disputed 400-meter race 
in which Carpenter, the American, was 
disqualified for “boring’’ Halleswell, the 
English runner, and no feature of that 
race aroused more anti-American feel- 
ing here than the statement which ap- 
peared in the Daily Mail, that in his 
dressing room after the race Halles- 
well informed that paper’s representa- 
tive that he had “received two vigorous 
blows on the chest” and “showed the 
marks.’’ 

When Halleswell read that in the 
Daily. Mail he wrote a letter to that 
newspaper denying the statement, but 
the Mail suppressed his letter. 

The Postscript heard of this and tele- 
graphed to Halleswell asking whether 
it was true that he had sent such a let- 
ter, and whether in such letter he denied 
the statements made in the Daily Mail. 

Halleswell replied from Fort George, 
Scotland, where he is now stationed 
with his regiment: 

“In my letter to the Daily Mail I 
only denied that Carpenter struck me 
vigorous blows on my chest and that I 
showed the marks to their representa- 
tive. There were no marks on my chest 
whatever. I did not deny that Carpen- 
ter touched me, and I made no state- 
ment whatever about the fairness of the 
race.”’ 

The sending of the letter to the Daily 
Mail by Halleswell reflects the highest 
credit upon him, and he acted with the 
utmost manliness throughout, but its 
suppression by the Daily Mail shows 
the spirit of fair play actuating certain 
newspapers toward American athletes.

VICTORIA, B. C., Oct. 2.—Sacrificing 
herself in the belief that by giving up 
her young life that of Marquis Inouye, 
lying ill at Okitsu, might be prolonged, 
Fakumora Takeho, a 1j-year-old orphan 
girl at Osaka, stabbed herself to death, 
according to advices brought by the 
steamer lLyo Maru, just arrived. from 
Yokohama. Before taking her life the 
girl sent a postcard marked with her 
blood to Marquis Inouye in which she 
declared her intention of offering up her 
life 

“The Marquis’ relatives and Prince 
Ito may be tranquil,” the message read. 
“I am going to the eternal sleep in the 
piace of the Genero. I am an orphan and 
there is none to mourn for me. By the 
time this is received I will be on the 
way to Heaven.”’ 

A similar suicide occfirred when the 
present Czar of Russia was visiting 
Japan as the Czarvitch. He was the 
victim of conspirators whe attempted 
his life. A young girl, Yukio,’ stabbed 
herself to death to atone for the deed 
and many novelists in Japan have writ- 
ten romarices concerning her deed.

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Blood Defends the Body. 





which it defends the body against the invasion of bacterial diseases has 

opened up a field rich in present information and richer still in its 
promise for the future. This work became possivle through the discovery of 
the microscope, by means ef which the apparently fiuid blood was found to 
be filled with floating flet, clreular discs of a pale-yellow color. So minute 
are these discs that it takes thirty-two hundred of them placed in a straight 
line to cover the span of an inch. In a single drop of blood there are.many 
millious of these cells or corpuscles. It is a fascinating thing to study vhe 
circulation of the blood threugh the capillary vessels, by means of the micro- 
scope. The capillary circulation through the web of a frog’s foot affords tne 
best and easiest example, as the web can be stretched so thin that light is 
easily transmitted through It. 

The capillary vessels themselves are s minute in. size as_ to 
be invisible to the naked eye. Under a miscroscope of moderate power they 
not only become visibie, but we can now distinguish passing through them 
a constant procession of blood-cells or corpuscles. Most of these cells are of 
the circular disc variety already mentioned. These are the so-calied ‘“‘red 
cells” or corpuscles of the blood. Occasionally a cell of another variety will 
be seen. It is Hghter in color than the red cell, granular in structure, and 
u it is seen a centra) dense portion known as the nucleus. It is observed 
that these cells keep close to the vessel wall, that they move more slowly 
than the current of red cells, and that they have a certain power of inde- 
pendent rovement, as well as tile power to change in shape. Now and then 
Wwe see one of these cells stop altogether, and adhere to the side of the 
lood-vessel. As we watch We see that the cel] is changing in shape. The nar- 
row, protruding portion pushes its way through the capillary wall, and in 
a short time the entire cell has flowed into the tissues outside.—Technical

BLACK GENIUS. 


F OR several years past the art world 





of Paris has shown a steadily 

increasing interest in the work of 
Henry O. Tanner, a young American 
painter, who has done much towards 
strengthening that high position in con- 
temporary art which was won for us by 
Sargent and Whistler. In America pub- 
lic recognition of Tanner's genius has 
been somewhat retarded by the fact 
that he is a negro, and our publications 
have persistqmtly spoken of him as the 
greatest ne painter. It has pleased 
them to slight his art in the exploitation 
of his race. Booker T. Washington 
wrote of him: “Tanner is proud of his 
race. He feels deeply that as the rep- 
resentative of his people he is on trial 
to establish their right to be taken se- 
riously in the world of art.” But this 
classification of Tanner's work, while 
literally true, gives an erroneous im- 
pression. Although his paintings ex- 
hibit that full-blooded sense of rhythm 
and color which gives a peculiar charm 
to the art productions of his race, Tan- 
ner’s work is above all racial distinc- 
tions. He should no longer be classed 
as the foremost negro painter, but rath- 
er as one of the greatest artists whor 
America has produced. The Frenc! 
Government has purchased two of his 
paintings, “The Resurrection of Laz- 
arus” and “Christ and the Disciples a’ 
Emmaus,” and has placed them in the 
Luxembourg Museum—an honor scarce:

San Francisco Paper Declares 
Government Found Whole- 
sale Fraud. 





FAILED. TO PROSECUTE 





Preferred to Dismiss Several 
Immigration Officials for 
“Incompetency.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2~—X local 
newspaper today publishes a statement 
to the gffect that the recent changes in 
the Immigration Department in this 
State were the result of an investigation 
disclosing widespread corruption in the 
service along the Mexican border, by 
which hundreds of Chinese have gained 
illegal entrance to the United States 
during the past two years. 

The details of the plot, which is al- 
leged to involve Chinese and Mexican 
residents of Mexico and Southern Cali- 
fornia, as well as Americans holding 
official positions, are said, to have been 
communicated by one of the Govern- 
ment agents who discovered the exist- 
ence of the smuggling ring. It is said 
that the prices paid were $275 for de- 
livering a Chinaman at Los Angeles, or 
$500 for landing him unmolested in New 
York. 

Man Who Reported It Dismissed. 
William L. Waller, who was.  dis- 


at Los Angeles 18 months ago, is said 
to have first acquainted the authorities 
at Washington with the suspicioys cir- 
cumstances that resulted in the visit 
of Prof. Jenks of Cornell University. 
Later the Department of Commerce 
and Labor sent B. F. Garland of Wash- 
ington to continue the investigation and 
his reports are said to have induced a 
visit from Commissioner Wheeler and 
Solicitor Harrison Nesbitt. in San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles, it is declared, 
the representatives of the department 
found procf of the accusations made by 
earlier investigators. 

During all this time, it is affirmed, 
small bands of Chinese in box cars and 
on country roads were being arrested 
and deported. It is now asserted that 
many of these were laborers from Mex- 
ico who were desirous of being returned 
to China without ex, ense to themselves. 

Proposed to Use Island, 

It is alleged that on one occasion one 
of the Government investigators was 
approached by an American who be- 
lieved him to be in the smuggling ring 
and who proposed that illicit traffic be 
made easier by landing Chinese at night 


40H an island off the Southern California 
coast. : 


Here, according to the ‘ichsation. the 


emigrants could pass as fishermen in 
the daytime ard at night could be in- 
structed in such rudimentary knglish 
and geography as would erable them to 
travel after being landed in the United 
States. 

The newspaper’s informant has. dis- 
closed the names of Chinese, Mexicans 
nnd Americans alleged to have com- 
posed the ring. It is said that the Gov- 
ernment, after obtaining sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant sunmimary action, chose 
to dismiss for incompetency a number 
of the imnmigraticu officers on the bor- 
der rather than bring criminal prosecu- 
tions.
